Tie loss of life and damage to property 
are yet mere estimates, and both may b6 
greater than is now known.

Charleston Had Rapid 
Breezes With the Dark Clouds. 
Charleston, 8S. C., September 29.—About 11 
o’clock the sky filled up with swiftly mov- 
ing clouds and the wind becamfre most bois- 
trous, Showers, lasting a few minutes 
each, occurred frequently, and by 12 o'clock 
the wind and rain made walking very dis- 
agreeable. From noon until about 2 o'clock

serious peint here it was understood that 
the city was partially shut off from tele- 
graphic confmunication with the world. 
5 o'clock this afternoon inquiries at 
Offices of the Western Union and the Posial 
Telegraph Companies developed the fact 
that Charleston was absolutely cut off from 
the world. Not a wire was working in any 
direction. During the height of the storm 
hundreds of people in rubber coats and 
mackintoshes went down on the south and 
east battery. The bay was a grand sight. 
Over the sea wall on both fronts the waves 
The walls and grass 
plots on the south side were submerged 
about 1 o’clock and the water extended to 
the asphalt driveway. In some places it 
was three or four feet deep.

Chicago, September 29.—Professor KE. A. 
Ross, of Leland Stanford University, Cali- 


fornia, has written a letter charging that 


college professors are coerced into talking 


gold standard. The letter was 


given out today from democratic headquar- 


ters and is as follows: 


Stanford University, California, Sep- 
tember 23, 1896.—Hon. James B. Richard- 
son, Chief National Democratic Literary 
Bureau, Chicago. Dear Sir: You inquire 
if I think there is perfect freedom of ex- 
pression among college professors 
‘throughout the country on the money 
question. I would say that I do -not 
think there is. I do not know that there 
are many who wish to champion national 
bimetallism, but I am very Sure that if 
there were such they would in many 
cases be compelled to surrender their 
present livelihood in order to do so. 

My basis for this belief is experience in 
various eastern institutions, the attitude 
of boards of trustees regarding teaching 
on subjects much less important than 
the money question, and knowledge of 
the notions the boards of trustees, com- 
posed of wealthy individuals, entertain 
regarding their supervision of econimic 
teaching. 

Definitizing the second point, I would 
mention the experience of Professor H. 
C. Adams, in Cornell university; Profes- 
sor Ely, in Johns Hopkins university; 
Professor Commons, in Indiana univer- 
sity, and in Syracuse university: Profes- 
sor Bemis, in the Chicago university, and 
in connection with other institutions. 

Mentions an Instance. | 

Being on the coast, quite out of touch 
with my professional brethren, I am not 
able to cite very many definite cases of 
coercion on the present question. I will 
mention, however, the following: Profes- 
sor J. S. Clarke, of Columbia, told a 
friend of mine that he believed that Pro- 
fessor Andrews must certainly be forced 
out of tne presidency at Brown univer- 
sity. 

At the meeting of the American Eco- 
nomic Association last winter I was told 
that on professor in the University of 
Pennsylvania had strong leanings to- 
ward free silver and that his collpagues 
had to labor hard to hold him back. 

Later I asked a gentleman connected 
with that institution what would happen 
if the professor did declare for free sil- 
ver. His answer immediately was, “He 
would lose his position.” 

The gentleman is Mr. C. W. Mac- 
Farlane, who is a writer on economic 
subjects and is not’a free silver man. I 
would urge that you write to him if pos- 
sible. 

Furthermore, obtain an interview with 
Professor E. W. Bemis, who is at pres- 
eut in Chicago, and who has some very 
interesting facts on the subject.

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CHICAGO BANKER’S VERY QUEER ATTITUDE 
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Says Silver Dollar Is Worth Only

Chicago, September 239.—(Special.)—From 
all sources encouraging news has been re- 
ceived at democratic and silver headquar- 
ters during the past week. . 

On the other hand the republican commit- 
tee is giving no evidence of confidence. 
Chairman Hanna has been east for a week. 
He realizes the desperate straits of the 
republican candidate and went to raise 
more money. He has made his demand 
upon the large corporations interested in 
the perpetuation of the gold standard and 
in controlling congressional legislation. He 
has told them plainly that more money 
must be furnished or Bryan will be presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Hanna proposes to organize the vot- 
ers of the middle western states in blocks 
of five. after the manner of one Dudley, of 
Indiana. He proposes purchase 75,000 
votes in the state of Illinois alone, calcu- 
lating that this can be done for $5 per capi- 
ta. In addition to this he proposes that the 
corporations shall coerce every voter in 
their employ: and when necessary a small 

financial consideration shall be added to the 

coercion. Hanna proposes to buy the 
States of Illinois, Minnesota, Michigan, In- 
‘diana and Iowa. 

Fortunately for the people, however, the 
Australian ballot prevails. Under that sys- 
tem neither purchase nor coercion can 
be enforced.

From sources which are presumably relia- 
ble I have it that the republican committee 
will have no less than $5,000,000 available for 
the purpose of electing McKinley. The mass 
of this money has been extracted by force 
from the great corporations and trusts of 
the country.

Wigwam Has Not Held Such a Compact 
Mass in Decades. 


SOLID AND ENTHUSIASTIC 


American Flags Were Kept. Contin- 
ually Waving by Shouters. 


OVERFLOW ENOUGH TO MAKE SEVEN MEETINGS 


Chicago and Buffalo Platforms In- 
dorsed—Sight of Bryan Set the 
Audience Wild With Shouts. 


New York, September 29.—It has been 
many a decade since the historical Tam- 
many wigwam has held such a compact 
mass of humanity as that assembled there 
tonight to hear William J. Bryan and 
others speak. 

Although 8 o’clock was the hour set for 
the proceedings to begin, Three hours ear- 
lier the doors of of the famous meeting 
place were besieged by a clamorous throng. 
It kept growing in numbers until 6 o’clock, 
when the doors Were thrown open. There 
were then enough people assembled in the 
vicinity of Tammany to fill the wigwam 
twice over. 

There is but one gallery in the hall and 
in a very short space of time this was 
jammed. The seats had been removed 
from the orchestra floor for the purpose of 
ecOnomizing space and the crowd wes 
compelled to stand throughout the meet- 
ing.

That He Was 


He Wired a Member 
Against Electoral Fusion. 


HIS OBJECTION COUNTED FOR NOTHING 


Committee’s Work Yesterday Is Fi- 
nal, No Matter What the Dem- 
ocrats May Decide To Do. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The populist committee of thirteen, 
which has control of the electoral ticket of 
the party in Indiana under full authority 
of the state convention, at 11 o'clock to- 
night adjourned sine die after adopting the 
following oe by a vote of li to 1: 
Resolved by te populist committee of 
thirteen on the matter of the electoral 
ticket of the populist party, That, in or- 
der to close our ranks and unite our 
forces in The state of Indiana for the 
purpose of securing the election of our 
nominee for president, William J. Bry- 
an, and do full justice to our vice presi» 
dential nominee, Thomas E. Watson, 
that we nominate five populist electors 
and also ten democratic electors and 
certify to the same as the electors that 
shall be placed on the populist party 
state ticket. 

The electors selected in the fourth, tenth 
and thirteenth districts are those who had 
been nominated for’congress in those dis. 
tricts by the populists and their election as 
electors leaves the field clear in these dis- 
tricts for the democratic nominees. 

The committee having taken this action, 
adjourned sine die and will not be called 
together again. 

The final outcome of the day’s conference 
is satisfactory to all parties concerned. 

Action Is Final. 

The action of the populists is not provis- 
ional, but final and will not be affected by 
any action that may or may not be taken 
by the democrats.

HAS MONEY IN THE BANK. 


Mr. Harrison Objects to the Lessees 
Checking It Out. 

Athens, Ga. Septenmer 2.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Martin H. Dooly, of Atlanta, gave 
bond this morning in the sum of $19,000 and 
assumed charge of the Northeastern rail- 
road as temporary receiver. 

The order of Judge Hutchins appointing 
Mr. Dooly receiver was filed with the clerk 
of the superior court yesterday. 

The allegations in the petition of Mr. J. 
P. Harrison are in many respects sen- 
sational. He alleges that he is a partner in 
the firm of E. A. Richards & Co., lessees 
of the Northeastern; that M. H. Dooly was 
appointed general manager of the road and 
was the only person authorized to receive 
and pay out money; that Mr. Richards 
appointed himself general manager and 
Mr. W. S. Witham treasurer without au- 
thority, and that Witham is drawing a 
$600 salary for which he does nothing. 
The petitioner also alleges that the 
money of the road is aeposited ilf the Ex- 
change bank of Athens subject to the check 
of W. S. Witham and that he has given no 
bond. 

Then comes a sensational charge that 
‘Witham and Richards have been using the 
money of the road for their individual 
benefit and profit. It is alleged that sums 
amounting to $3,450 were checked out by 
Witham and $600 by Richards during the 
month of September. It alleges that $6,705 
is now on deposit at the bank and tuat 
. the rental of $4,650 due the state September 
1, 1896, remains unpaid. 

The allegation is made that the 
men are getting uneasy and that Richards 
is insolvent. 

The prayer of the petitioner 1s that 
Richards and Witham be enjoined from 
further authority over the money of the 
road; that a receiver be appointed; that 
‘Witham be compelled to pay back $3,450 
and Richards $600. 

The receivership may be dissolved by the 
defendants giving bond in the sum of $10,000 
to hola Harrison harmless at the final trial 
of the case. It is not known whether or 
not such a bond will be given. 

Mr. Richards’s side of the case was pre- 
sented in today’s issue of The Constitution 
in which he denies all the allegations of 
Mr. Harrison and a tively fight is expected 
over the matter when it comes up for a 
hearing in this city before Judge Hutchins 
on October i7th.

Crowds Gather To Avenge the Quin- 
tuple Murder of Cotton Family. 

New Orleans, La., September 29.—The bru- 
tal quintuple murder of John Cotton, four 
miles south of Independence, ‘Tangipahoa 
parish, came very near culminating in trou- 
ble > - 

The citizens united today in a demand for 
the delivery of Johnson, the murderer, and 
his alleged accomplice, Arch Joiner, both 
negroes. 

A mov formed from all the adjoining par- 
ishes and reports from Amite City say 5,000 
enraged citizens are collecting and will 
move on that town, tnat being where Arch 
Joiner is imprisoned. John Johnson, the 
murderer, is confined in the parish prison 
in this city, and one of the demands of the 
mob is that he be removed to the scene of 
the crime. 

About two hundred of the citizens of the 
country adjacent to Indenendence rode into 
town about 11:30 this morning and appointed 
a committee to confer with a like commit- 
tee from the citizens in the courthouse, and 
after a protracted conference an agreement 
was reached which was accepted by both 
sides,

A very palpable echo of the world’s 
congress of religions held in connection 
with the world’s fair at Chicago arrived 
on the St. Paul yesterday in the person 
of Virchand R. Ghandi. He is en route, 
with his wife and seven-year-old son, to 
Chicago, where he will establish mission- 
ury headquarters. 

Ghandi is one of the most profound of 
the band of Indian philosophers whose 
urguments for their religion and code of 
morals made numerous converts during 
the world’s fair among those who organ- 
ized the congress of religons for exactly 
the opposite purpose. He speaks fifteen 
languages and translates readily from the 
Sanscrit. It was Ghandi who visited the 
monastery at Y.adak, India, and verified 
the data presented in Nicholas Notovitch’'s 
“Unknown Life of Christ’’—a book which 
attempted to prove that Christ lived in 
India during the years of his life. which 
are not accounted for in the Scriptures, 
and creatéd ai sensation, 

Before leaving Chicago at 
of the world’s fair Ghandi had organized 
large classes in his philosophy. Men and 
women of br:iins sought to learn from 
him the principles of his religion. He 
explained to them that Christians In 
America are almost entirely tgnorant of 
the Hindoo faith, while the Hindoo phi- 
losophers had fullv studied the doctrines 
of Christianity. He thought it reason:z- 
ble that he should try and convert the 
men and women who had brough him 
and his colleagues all the way from India 
to tell them about a religion they already 
knew all about. 

There is no doubt 
in India and in Europe, 
comed by the vprofoundest 
is not a stranger in New York city. Re- 
turning to India three years ago, he spent 
several davs here—long enough to com- 
pletely hbewilder the members of the Nine- 
teenth Century. Club with his arguments 
denying the value of the Christian mfs- 
sionury movement tn India. 

He did not enter into the merits of Chris- 
tianity as a religion. but he declared that 
it had made its Indlan converts a great 
army of hypocrites. to whom the new re- 
ligion was a pretext to indulee in glut- 
tony and drunkenness. In India, he said, 
the natives see the Christlan missionaries 
eot the flesh of animals and birds and 
drink liquor as a part of a religious cere- 
mony—an example that breaks down all 
the old barriers and makes of converted 
Hindoos a race of drunkards and eaters 
of meat. Ghandi complained that the 
Christian missionaries in India retain 
customs that govern thetr lives 
in America and England, and that the 
mass of heathens woo hear them get a 
false and degraded idea of Christianity. 

Ghandi will preach tn this country that 
it is a crime to eat any kind of food ob- 
tained bv the sacr’'fice of the life of any 
living thing. He is here with a determ!- 
nation to make eonverts. His religion is 
ope full of mystery and fascination 
he progresses in his crusade he will 
assistants. and hopes to make 
relig'on of the Hindoo as well known 
this continent as the Christian religion 
in the or’ent. He will visit all the large 
cities, will take part in debates and will 
write for the newspapers.

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FIFTY MACHINE GUNS NEEDED

After ob- 
serving it carefully through an opera glass, 
he advanced, “and, with an air of great 
solemnity and dignity, made a _ profound 
bow before the statue, his example being 
followed bv his suite.’ “The effect of 
this mark of respect upon the spectators,” 
The London Times, ‘‘was instanta- 
With one accord they broke into 
applause, loudly cheering, clapping their 
hands, and giving utterance to other ex- 

pressions of appreciatfon.”’ 

From: the statue Li went to St. Paul's to 
the Gordon centotaph. That, also, he 
decorated with a wreath, and bowed low 
before it when he approached, and again 
when he went away. An Englishman could 
no more bow before the tomb or the statue 
of a deceased person than an American 
could. A Frenchman has some talent of 
this sort, as appeared on the recent anni- 
versary of the aSsassination of President 
Carnot, when the two sons of the murdefed 
president conducted President Faure to 
their father’s tomb in ‘the pantheon. and 
supported him during his meditations. The 
most the British and the Atnericans can 
do ft to take off their hats and assume re- 
spectful attitudes. But when a man can 
bow low before the trophies of the dead 
without doing violence to ‘his training, we 
like to him do it, especally when he 
makes his obeisances to the shades of 
heroes of the dimensions of Gordon and 
Grant. It is proper to add that the evident 
sincerity of Li's reverences had everything 
to du with their effectiveness. He was 
lucky in having manners which enabled 
him to express his feelings, but he really 
had the feelings, and both in Gordon's 
case and Grant's they were fit and proper.

given to a cabinet officer in this country. 

The official job of president in Argentina 
is worth $16,000 more per term than is the 
same position in this country. Although the 
president of that country receives but 
$36;000 ner vear. he holds his position for six 
He is voted for through an electoral 
college comprising double the total number 
of members of congress. He cangot serve 
two terms in succession, but may be even 
a third termer or perhaps a fourth termer, 
if he allows six years to intervene between 
each term.

The president of Bolivia receives $24,000 
a year for four years. He ts elected by the 
direct vote of all citizens of the proper age 
who can read and write, but cannot enjoy 
more than one term in the presidential 
chair, no matter whether he skip a term or 
not. For the same term are elected two 
vice presidents, known as the first and sec. 
ond vice presideat. They in turn form the 
functions of the president in case of the 
death, absence or inability of the latter. 
The first vice president receives an annual 
salary of $6,000 a year, while the second 
receives $5,000. The head of the cabinet. 
which consists of five members, is tsnown 
as the minister of foreign relations and 
worship. 

If we were governed by the same laws 
as are in vogue in the republic of Chile our 
bachelors would have to wait until twenty- 
five before being of voting age; although 
our married men, older in experience and 
responsibility, might vote on becoming 
twenty-one. A (Chilean voter must be able 
to read and write. and must each year pay 
a certain amount of tax to the government.

The president need not be 
a native of Honduras, but must have 
been born somewhere in Central America.

In Venezuela the executive is elected 
somewhat after the manner of Switzerland. 
IeXvery two years congress elects a council 
of nineteen members, consisting of one 
senator and one representative from each 
State und a member of congress from what 
is Known as te federal district. This coun- 
cil convenes immediately after its election 
and proceeds to choose from its own num- 
ber u president and vice president. 

The presidential salaries paid in «he re- 
maining American republics and in those of 
the above not so specificd —-nge all the way 
from $24,000 a vear, paid tc the president of 
Haiti, to $9,000, the anrual compensation 
of the executive of Paraguay. In Costa 
Rica and Peru, as in Bolivia, there are two 
vice presidents. Brazil, Costa Rica, Nica- 
ragua, Paraguay, Peru, Salvador, Santo 
Domingo and Uruguay each selects its 
president for a term of four years, while 
Hawaii and Guatemala each adds two years 
to his term. In Uruguay the president is 
elected by a majority of the two houses 
of congress in joint session. The president 
of Ecuador has no veto power, while that 
of Paraguay cannot be re-elected until af- 
ter the lapse of two terms. In Hawaii the 
successful presidential candidate, besides 
receiving a majority vote of the two houses 
of congress in joint session, must also re- 
ceive u majority of the votes in the senate 
alone. Male citizens who have a good 
knowledge of English or Hawaitan can 
vote for representatives in congress, but 
in order to cast ballots for members of the 
senate voters must besides have either a 
certain yearly income or a certain posses- 
sion of real or personal property. 

The two south African republics, the 
Orange Free State and the Transvaal, 
elect their presidents for terms of five 
years each. The voting for the president 
is done directly by the people in each 
country. 

San Marino, in Europe, is the smallest 
republic in the world, and is the only one 
in the world which has two presidents. 
San Marino is not only the smallest. but 
the oldest existing republic. Its entire area 
consists of thirty-three square miles, oc- 
cupied by §,0 inhabitants. It is governed 
by what is known as the senate or “great 
council’ of sixty members—twenty nobles, 
twenty burgesses and twenty rural land 
owners—named for life by the council it- 
self. From this exclusive body is chosen the 
“council of twelve,”’ which, with the as- 
sistance of a legal advisor, acts as a court 
of last resort. The “council of twelve’’ is 
elected every vear. Fvery six months it 
elects the two presidents, one of which 
must be a noble and the other either a 
burgess or a rural land holder, from its 
own membership.

Next to the Turkish question which 
has occupied the mind of Christendom 
for several weeks past the most engag- 
ing topic of international discussion just 
at this time is the progress of the Brit- 
ish army along the course of the Nile. 

Several months ago when this remark- 
uble expedition, which has now riveted 
the gaze of both hemispheres, first set 
out for the coast of Africa, a studious 
effort was made on the part of Lord 
Salisbury to Keep its real object a se- 
cret. In spite of this precaution, how- 
ever, it was generally understood at the 
time that England’s purpose in equip- 
ping such a considerable expedition was 
to retrieve the disasters which her flag 
had formerly sustained in the Soudan. 

In that celebrated campaigr which 
was undertaken in I1SS4_ the British 
troops were in command of General Gor- 
don. The reason for England's invasion 
of the Soudan was founded upon the 
fact that she had recently set up a pro- 
visional government in Egypt and had 
agreed with the natives of that country 
to establish the supremacy of Egypt’s 
rule over that vast area of land which 
had once formed a part of her empire. 
In the effort which she made to carry 
out the terms of this agreement, how- 
ever, the courageous General Gordon fell 
mortally wounded in the Soudan, while 
the British troops were repulsed by the 
Dervishes with signal disaster. 

Such. indeed, was England's humili- 
ating experience in dealing with these 
savage Africans that twelve years have 
barely sufficed to restore the courage 
which such a venture requires. The 
present expedition is in charge of Sir 
Herbert Kitchener, and numbers about 
91.000 men. A better equipped body of 
soldiers never marched under the Brit- 
ish flag, and if superior discipline counts 
for anything the present army will 
doubtless fare better than the one under 
General Gordon. 

Sir Herbert Kitchener has already 
achieved what seems to be a decided 
victory in the capture of Dongola, one 
of the most important: strongholds on 
the Nile and is now marching along the 
course of the river toward Khartoum. It 
may be, however, that the Dervishes are 
trving to play on Sir Herbert the same 
eame which they played with such fatal 
results on his predecessor. In the cam- 
paign of twelve years ago General Gor- 
don was allowed to enter the Soudan 
without serious interference on the part 
of its savage occupants. No sooner, how- 
ever, had he drawn up his men in front 
of Khartoum than he fully realized the 
shrewd game of the Dervishes. Such, 
indeed, was the strength of the savages 
eoncentrated at this point that the bril- 
liant expedition of General Gordon sud- 
denly ended in complete and ignomini- 
ous “failure. If the Dervishes seek to 
repel the English army by the same tac- 
ties in the present campaign they will

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The following calculation Tecently appear- 
ed in a leading English periodical: What is 
a billion? The reply is very simple. In 
England a billion is a million times a mil- 
lion. This is quickly written and quicker 
still pronounced. But no man able to 
count it. You will count 168 er 170 a minute. 
But let us suppose that you go up as high 
as 200 a minute, hour after hour. At that 
rate you would count 12,000 an hour; 288,000 
a day, or 105,120,000 in a year. Let us sup- 
pose, now, that Adam, at the beginning of 
his existence had begun to fount, had con- 
tinued to do so and was counting still. Had 
such a thing been possible he would not yet 
have finished the task of counting a billion! 
To count a billion woukl require a person 
to count 20 a minute for a period of 9,512 
years, 542 days, 5 hours and 20 minutes, pro- 
viding he should count continuously. But 
suppose we allow the counter twelve hours 
daily for rest, eating and sleeping. Then 
he would need 18,025 years, 319 days, 10 hours 
and 45 minutes in which to complete the

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Prohibition and Politics. 

Eatonton, Ga., September 27.—Editor Con- 
stitution: The stand taken by the Rev. Dr. 
R. J. Bigham on the phase the above ques- 
tion has assumed in Georgia as stated and 
commented on in the last two issues of The 
Ccnstitution, is noted with much interest 
by the many friends of that venerable min- 
ister around here. 

Dr. Bigham was the pastor of the Meth- 
Odist Episcopal church in this place last 
vear, and while his friends here were nu- 
merous before he came, he added materially 
to their number during his brief pastorate. 
It is safe to say that the warning voice of 
one such man will be more effective than 
that of a hundred and one noisy stump or- 
ators, including some ministers in the list, 
whose voices on this, as well as many other 
topics, are but as sounding brass and a 
tinkling cymbal. No sensible and well mean- 
ing prohibitionist—and there are many 
such—will ‘deny that the views expressed 
by Dr. Bigham and sc fully indorsed by 
The Constitution, are on the right line. His- 
tory contains but few instances of any 
great salutary moral reform movement that 
ever advanced with such sure and steady 
strides as that of temperance and legitimate 
prohibition within the past three decades. 
Why, then, seek to endanger the hold it 
has secured through legal and conserva- 
tive methods by ill-advised and hastily con- 
sidered experiments? 

That the corruption of the best things 
produces the worst, is an axiomatic truth of 
which all human history is full of instances. 
As enthusiasm and superstition have al- 
ways been the main corrupters of true re- 
ligion, so a bigoted and fanatic zeal for any 
good cause will commonly result in a cor- 
ruption of sound morals and legitimate 
methods so far as that particular cause is 
concerned. 

It would be well for the avowed leaders 
in this movement to heed the note of warn- 
ing so opportunely sounded by the Rev. Dr. 
Bigham, as well as by the late Bishop Hay- 
good and by Drs. Lewis and Candler. All 
lasting moral reforms are of slow, but gen- 
erally steady growth, and are reasonably 
sure, with the advance and diffusion of in- 
telligence and refinement, to reach the goal 
of their endeavors quite as soon as the im- 
perfection of poor human nature will allow. 
It will be by the unnatural forcing process 
advocated by these latter-day politico-pro- 
hibitionists that their cause will be se- 
riously retarded, and in the end possibly 
overthrown altogether. . 

But everyone to his liking on this and all 
other questions. For ourselves, 
we much prefer the blunt and straightfor- 
ward stand taken by the excellent and ven- 
erable Dr. Bigham, with whose words of 
yarning, as they cannot be quoted too oft- 
en about now, we close this communication: 

“I have been a prohibitionist for more 
than fifty years: read and added to its lit- 
erature by book and newspaper articles; 
shared its toils, triumphs, defeats. In Geor- 
gia we never made an appreciable advance 
against the liquor traffic until local option 
was pressed to the front. Now we have 106 
dry counties, made such. by local option: 
made such by the votes of all parties; made 
such without a prohibition party.’

Attention is called to the following re- 
markable table taken from the columns of 
The New York Sun. It is a confession of 
weakness which speaks for itself. 

As will be seen it is based on the investi- 
gation of President John A. McCall, of The 
New York Life Insurance Company, who, 
as The Sun says, “is keeping tab on the 
political situation.”

In what class of amusement does hypno- 
tism property belong? Is it a scientific or 
€ducational art, or is it to be 
Classed in the same grade 
common exhibitions, such as sleiglit of hand 
exhibitions, acrobatic performances, stere- 
opticon entertainments, circuses, sideshows 
and the like? 

These are questions which are troubling 
the attorney general and thé conrptroljler 
of Georgia at this time, and wpon which 
they must render a decision in a day or 
two. The questions will be passed upon by 
the officials in their respective capacities 
and upon the turn of their opinion de- 
pends the establishment of an important 
precedent in the matter of collecting taxes 
4n this state. 

The presence of Hypnotist Lee at the 
Lyceum has brought up the important 
Sasa and it seems that for the first 
time the authorities of the state are to pass 
ipon fhe issue as to whether hypnotisnr ts 

reeognized science entitled to the respect 
ommanded by the classes of amusement

Will See for Themselves. 

Il order to settle the important’ issué, 
Attrney General Terrell and Comptroller 
Wrht have agreed to visit the Lyceunr 
andwitness one of Professor Lee's per- 
formnees, If the latter can prove that 
his hsiness is a demonstration of science 
and raat by his performance the cause of 
eduction is advanced, it is prabable that 
he Wi be relieved of the payement of a 
tax, &@ stated. If the officials decide that 
the ehibition does not come up to one of 
the for classes, historical, musical, operat- 
ic =—«OF’-s eilocutionary, the hypnotist. or 
the Lum theater management will have 
to plan down the half hundred dollars to 
the st@ to be used for educational pur- 
poses.

Manger Sharp Talks. 

Manager Wiiam Sharp, of the Lyceum, 
is looking aft€the interests of his theater 
in the mratter.He Says that if the tax is 
paid the amout will come out of the funds 
Of his. house, nd that it will not affect 
Professor Lee'thank account at all. Mr. 
Sharp says that is unfair to put tax after 
tax upon the thters of the city and that 
they already patmore than the revenues of 
the business iWify. He that the 
hypnotic exhibith is a demonstration of 
Science and thatit is recognized by the 
highest grade of tucational institutions of 
this courtry and tother countries. 

Mr. Sharp contels that hypnotism is one 
of the principalmedical and. scientific 
studies of the bigtcolleges, among them 
Yale and other ingtutions of like repute. 
He says that Profisor Lee's performance 
is nothing more jan an exhibition of 
scientific power antthat it serves to edu- 
cate the people, théby enlightening them 
on the muchly-disctweq scientific problem 
recently given so feh attention by the 
learned professors aj medical men of two 
countries. Mr. Shat thinks that it is 
wrong to tax his onmther theaters every 
time a performance Aajttle out of the ordi- 
nary is given. He thiks that the theaters 
pay enough taxes tOhe city, county and 
State and that the P\yhouses ought not 
to be discriminated aginst. 

The TheaterTax Law. 

The law under which} js proposed to tax 
the hypnotist exhibitio jis as follows: 

“Upon all shows andxhibitions (except 
such as historic, nfusicé operatic and elo- 
cutionary), including ie sideshows ac- 
companying circus COManies, fifty ($59) 
dollars in each and ever city or town of 
0,000 inhabitants; $40 in gties or towns of 
4,000 and under 5,000 inabitants, and $30 
dollars in towns of lessthan 4.000 inhabi- 
tants; said tax so coll@eq shall be for 
educational purposes,”’

Attacked With Heavy Weights a Man 
Uses His Pistol. 

A special to The Constitution from Tweed, 
Ga., says Frank Barfield, a merchant at 
Lollie. a village four miles from there, is 
at his home dying of three wounds inflicted 
by Robert Clemens. 

Barfield and Clemens had been to Dublin 
together, and before starting home, secured 
a liberal supply of whisky, of which they 
drank freely along the road. After reach- 
ing Barfield’s store, where they were join- 
ed by others, the bottie was passed around 
again and the discussion turned upon poli- 
tics. Clemens became angry at a remark 
one of the party made, and a difficulty was 
imminent when Barfield attempted to stop 
it. Quickly Clemens’s anger was trans- 
ferred to Barfield, of whom he asked: 

“What have you got to do with this?’ 

“Nothing; only I don’t want any fussing 
in my store,” answered Barfieid. 

Clemens began cursing Barfield, when 
the latter picked up several weights and 
threw them at Clement with terrific force, 
put did not hit him. Clemens warned him 
to stop, but he did not heed the request. 

“I¢ you throw another one at me, I'll 
shoot you,” said Clemens. 

Barfield continued to throw the weights, 
when Clemens drew a pistol and shot at 
close range. Three balls entered Barfield’s 
body, one lodging in the bowels and two 
in the thigh. The wounds are fatal, and

Hayden's Property Becomes a Bone of 
Stubborn Contention. 


OWNERS FIGHT FOR TITLES 


One Feature of the Litigation Will Be 
Heard Next Saturday. 


IS THE MARRIAGE CONTRACT VALID ? 


Judge Hammond’s New Motion Will 
' Probably Be Filed in the Courts 
in a Few Days. 


——_— oe —— 


The case now pending in the superior 


court against Reuben C. Hayden is prob- 
ably the most interesting and important 
litigation that has ever been filed upon the 
dockets of the courts of Fulton county. 

The land involved in the various suits is 
valued at something more than $2,000,000, 
and a large number of property holders are 
interested in the proceedings. The final 
result of the complicated features of this 
case is being watched with much interest 
by all the lawyers practicing at the bar, 
as the titles, which have been passed 
upon favorably by many law firms, are now 
in serious complication. 

Much of the property involved is located 
right in the heart of the city, including 
some of the most valuable real estate in 
Atlanta. This property, thpugh) valuable 
at the time the marriage contract is said 
to have been made between Mrs. Cone and 
Major Underwood, has increased greatly in 
recent years, and is now-worth many times 
more than it was at that time. 

Colonel Reuben Cone was an 
tler of Fulton county, and at 
owned two land lots which aggregated 4 
acres, upon which now stands the city of 
Atlanta. These lots were numbers 78 and 
84 of the fourteenth district. 

Before his death he sold off a consider- 
able portion of both these lots, and died 
in possession of about one-fifth of lot No. 
78 and about one-half of lot No. 84. He left 
two heirs, his wife, Mrs. Lucinda Cone, 
and his daughter, Mrs. Harriet Hayden. 

About six years after his death his widow, 
Mrs. Cone, pending ‘her marriage with Ww. 
Hi. Underwood, entered into a marriage 
contract. She and Mr. Underwood agreed 
that the latter should disclaim all the 
marital rights in the property of Mrs. 
Ccne, and under this contract, they named 
Julius A. Hayden and John Glenn as trus- 
tees for Mrs. Cone and her daughter and 
grandchildren. Judge Hayden was a son- 
in-law of Mrs. Cone, and by his marital 
rights was an owner of one-half of the 
undivided interest of Reuben Cgne’s estate, 
which descended to ‘his wife. “Under her 
marriage contract, Mrs. Cone provided that 
her property should go to her daughter, 
E. Hayden, and Mrs. Hayden's

Date of the Marriage Contract. 

The marriage contract made between Mrs. 
Cone and Major Underwood was dated on 
November 5, 1854. 

This marriage contract is claimed to have 
been made on Sunday, and Judge W. R. 
Hammond, who is interested in the liti- 
gation, is now preparing to file a motion 
for the new trial in one feature of. the 
case on the grounds that the signing of 
a contract on the Sabbath day made the 
contract null and void: 

Shortly after the contract was signed 
Mrs. Cone became Mrs. Underwood. Some 
years later, she executed a will, leaving 
the estate to Mrs. Hayden, without refer- 
ence to Mrs. Hayden's children. 

Mrs. Hayden died in 1873. Mr. Glenn, one 
of the trustees, died a few years after the 
execution of the marriage contract under 
which he was made trustee. After his 
death and before the death of Mrs. Un- 
derwood,- considerable tracts of land were 
sold to different people, and some of the 
deeds were signed by Judge Hayden and 
some by him as trustee, some of the deeds 
being signed by him as both, and some 
signed as an individual only. \ 

Reuben C, Hayden, grandson of Mrs. 
Underwood, and the youngest child of 
Mrs. Harriet Hayden, brought suit against 
a number of parties in 1894 to recover his 
interest in his grandmother’s property un- 
der the marriage contract. 

The first of these cases was against W. 
L. Lampkin and involved a piece of prop- 
erty located at the corner of James and 
Spring streets, in land lot 78 and near the 
heart of the city. Messrs. Dorsey, Brew- 
ster & Howell and Malvin Hill represented 
Reuben C. Hayden, and Hall & Hammond 
represented the defendants. The case 
turned mainly upon the question as to 
which document conveyed the property, 
the marriage contract, dated in 1854, or the 
latter’s will. Judge i.umpkin, of the su- 
perior court, decided in favor of the plain- 
tiffs, thereby sustaining the marriage con- 
tract. The case went through the supreme 
court, where the decision of Judge Lump- 
Kin was affirmed. if 

The End Not Yet in Sight. 

Last Friday Attorneys Denson & Haden 
filed a bill on behalf of J. C. Baldwin, the 
owner of the town lot in land lot M, to 


tlear up the cloud on his title caused by 


the judgment in the Hayden-Lumpkin case. 

Baldwin asserts that the chain of titles 
under which he holds contains the_ indi- 
vidual warrant of Judge Hayden, which 
Warrant runs with the iand and binds the 
heirs of the warrantor, one of whom is 
Reuben C. Hayden. A number of land 
owners in the vicinity of Mr. Baldwin's 
property who holds under the same chain 
of titles will associate themselves in the 
suit. The first of these cases will be heard 
next Saturday. Attorney W. H. Denson 
will be absent-in Alabama and Colonel W. 
C. Glenn will be associated with Mr. C. 
J. Haden for the plaintiffs. 

Judge Hammond is now working upon his 
motion for new trial, which he will argue 
on the grounds that the marriage contract 
was executed on Sunday. 

It is said that mcre than one thousand 
persors are interegted in the litigation, 
and the outcome will be watched with a 
great deal of interest. The litigation is 
very lengthy, and will require several hear- 
ings before the end will be reached.

| Colonel Buck Urged to Issue a Circu- 


lar in Favor of Wright, 
It Is Said. 


The manager of the populist state cam- 
paign, Mr. John Cunningham, and the lead- 
er of the republican party in Georgia, Colo- 
nel A. E. Buck, had a conference yesterday 
-n the latter’s office. What effect this cun- 
ference may have upon the political situa- 
tion in Georgia is a matter yet to be deter- 
mined. Both gentlemen have been asked 
about the matter. but neither has given an 
answer that throws any light on the ques- 
tion, 

Mr, Cunningham walked briskly intu the 
United States building about noon. He 
did not tarry to ask for his mail or ask 
after the health of any of the officials who 
have offices on the lower floors, but was 
hoisted to the third floor by the elevator. 
In the room adjoining the clerk’s office he 
found Colonel Buck busily engaged with his 
Campaign correspondence; 

The conference was. of course, a private 
one, and what transpired will not be known 
unless one of the two gentlemen sees fit to 
give it publicity. When asked about the 
conference Mr. Cunningham said: 

“There was no significance in it. I want- 
ed to ask Colonel Buck a question and 
dropped over to see him to zet an answer. 
That is all.” 

Colonel Buck is nothing.if not a diplomat. 
He is as courteous 2s Lord Chesterfield. He 
was ready with an answer when asked 
about the visit of the chairman of the popu- 
list state committee, but his answer was as 
devoid. of real information though he 
had not said a word. 

“Merely a friendly call,’ said Colonel 
Buck. “Dropped in for the sake of cour- 
tesy. You know that I callel on Mr. Cun¥? 
ningham a few days ago merely to pay my 
respects.

Analyze his answer 
with a microscope and you cannot find the 
slightest intimation of the purpose of Chair- 
man Cunningham's visit. 

That there was a serious purpose in M?. 
Cunningham’s visit few will doubt. The two 
heads of the populist and republican par- 
ties in Georgia are too busy to waste time 
over Social calls with the state campaign 
less than a week off, and the national con- 
test close at hand, 

Mr. Cunningham is doing all in his power 
to prevent the republican vote from going to 
Governor Aikinson. Colonel Buck is recog- 
nized as the most influential republican in 
the state, and his influence in favor of 
Wright and against Atkinson fs earnestly 
desired by the manager cf the populist cam- 
paign. Up to this time Colonel Buck has 
persistently refused to take any part in the 
State campaign. He is devoting himself ex- 
clusively to the advancement of Major Me- 
Kinley’s interests.

ROYAL HEIRS OF ERIN.

Four real kings wo hope to sit some day 
on thrones live in the Greater New York. 
Curiously enough, this quartet of exiled 
monarchs represents one country- freland, 

The lineage of these Kings of the Emerald 
isle stretches far back across the years to 
the time just prior to the advent of Brian 
Joru. who drove out the Danes and be- 
came ruler of the entire island. 

Before this. Lreland was divided into four 
provinces—UlIster, Leinster, Munster and 
Connaught—and the four Irish pretenders

There is one incident in the ancient his- 
tory of his family that Mr. O'Toole is fond 
of recalling. and this concerns the final 
battle of Wexford, at which Brian Boru 
put the Danes to rout, and Shamus O'Toole, 
the exiled king’s illusirious ancestor, dis- 
tinguished himselt commander of the 
Irish forces. 

It was after this conflict that the famous 
Boru bestowed the title of ‘‘Gillceruskeen,”’ 
or permanent king, upon Shamus O'Toole. 

This title he and his descendants were to 
bear throughout ali time, without under- 
going the troublesome duties of state. 

Dermott O'Leary the rightful heir to 
the throne of Munster, an O'Leary having 
been the last king of that ancient province. 
King Dermott O’Leary says. with genuine 
regrét, that ‘he hed the misfortune to be 
horn out of Ireland.

King O’Dea's proudest boast is that his 
lineage is direct without a flaw or bar sin- 
ister. He hopes some day to have sufficient 
capital to inves ‘gate his right to the rule 
of Connaught, order to push his claim 
in Victoria's c urts and gain his  jost 
throne by legal  wrocess. 

The last of ths notable group of mon- 
archs is William O'Neill, the claimant to 
Ivinster’s throne He is a warrior king, 
for he fought in the American civil war 
and is a member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic.

In nothing is the kingly O'Neill more em- 
phatic than in his declaration of his fam- 
ily rights. He has quite a formidable li- 
brary covering the history of Ireland and 
the men wWho have made it.

MARYLAND AND THE OYSTER. 
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Qne-Third of the World’s Supply ?ro- 
duced in the Chesapeake. 

The Philadelphia Times. 

The waters of Maryland produce one- 
third of the total oyster supply in the 
world. It yields twice as many of these 
luscious bivalves as are grown in all for- 
eign countries combined. During the pres- 
ent century it has put on the market 4!).- 
00,000 bushels of the toothsome mollusks. 
These have sold for the enormous sum of 
$250,000,000. Almost all of this country is 
dependent for the abundance. and cheap- 
ness of this edible on the stfpply of the 
Chesapeake. From here also come _ very 
nearly all of the oysters used for canning. 
In fact, the output of this industry of 
Maryland is equal to one-sixth of all the 
fisheries of the United States put together. 

The quantity of oyster shells landed upon 
the shores of Maryland during the last 
eentury has been reckoned at 12,000,000 
tons. Until very lately the canning. firms 
have had much trouble in getting ric of the 
shells, having to pay, in fact, for the re- 
moval of all that they could net give away. 
Recently, however, ‘they have been able 
to sell them. They are now shipped to 
all parts of the country and are utilized 
variously for roads, for lime and employed 
in making coal gas. They have also been 
found to serve almost as well as stone in 
the manufacture of special grades of iron 
for railway beds. Cultivators of oysters 
also employ them, having found that they 
afford svitable surfaces for young oysters 
to attach themselves to. They are likewise 
used to some exient as chicken food. They 
are very good for hens, the shells of eggs 
being largely made of them. The trade 
received $25,000 in a single year tor the 
empty shells. 

Starfishes are the oyster’s worst enemy. 
Other animals the young bivalves have to 
gucrd against are crabs and boring snrcils. 
They are also in danger of being stifled 
by mud. In Pacific waters stingrays are 
their most dreaded foes. The little crab 
that lives in the shell of the oyster has 
always excited much fnterest. It is found 
in about 5 per cent of the bivalves. It is 
a sort of purasite of the oyster, whose 
shell protects it and whose food _ sup- 
ports it.

ycle of diet and its: preparation, some of 
Which I give-here as I found them: 
Curry is not so generally used as 
it should be, for it is especially 
useful in flavoring sauces, making them 
very appetizing, and it is a condiment 
that & much desired after it has been tried 
a few times. Cooked meats, fish, poultry, 
ric? and many vegetables may be served in 
& CUPrPy sauce, thus making a great varie- 
‘ty of dishes possible. In the East Indies, 
where curries are so much thought of, 
green peppers and the meat and milk of 
the cocoanut are usually added to the other 
ingredients, 

Po make a simple curry sauce put a 
large spoonful of butter intb a saucepan 
over the fire; add one onion cut into slices, 
and cook until the onion is lightly browned. 
Then stir in one teaspvonful of curry pow- 
der-ard add graduallya generous cup of 
brown gravy or rich stock. Let the mixture 
boil fifteen minutes, then flavor with lemon 
juce and strain through a coarse sieve, 
and the sauce is ready to serve. 

Another sauce is made thus: Into the hbdt 
‘Saucepan put two spoonfuls of butter, one 
large onion and two sour apples chopped 
fine. Stir until they commence to cvlor, 
then sprinkle in one tablespoonful of flour 
and a heaping teaspoonful of curry powder 
and stir well together. Gradually add one 
cup of rich stock and half a cup of cocoa- 
nut -milk, or cow’s milk if preferred. Let 
the sauce cook fifteen minutes, then strain 
and serve. 

Curry of Fish—One of the most appetiz- 
ing ways of using the remains of baked or 
boiled wish is with a curry sauce. With 
a silver fork pick the fish into gbvod-sized 
pieces and set it to one side. Put into a 
hot saucepan a tablespoonful of butter 
and one of very finely chopped onion. When 
the onion is cooked stir in a teaspoonful of 
curry powder and, lastly, one cup of boiling 
water or milk and cook ten minutes. Add 


the fish, about three-quarters of a pound; | 


turn the mixture on a hot platter and 
sprinkle chopped parsley over it. Garnish 
the platter with thick half slices of lemon. 

For a curry of mushrooms cover one 
quart of small mushrooms with a good 
clear stock and let them simmer about ten 
minutes. Rub together two tablespoonfuls 
of butter with two teaspoonfuls bf flour 
and one of curry powder. Moisten them 
with a little cold stock and season with 
salt if it is needed. Stir this in with the 
cooked mushrooms, and. when the liquid 
thickens add half a cup of cream and turn 
the mixture into the center of a heated 
platter; arrange three-cornered pieces of 
hot buttered toast around the edge, and 
serve at once. A vtablespoonfu! of wine 
added to the mushrooms is thought to be 
a great addition by many. 

A delicious curry may be made of hard- 
boiled eggs. Melt two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter in a saucepan and cook in it a small 
sliced onion. Mix one tablespoonful of corn 
starch with a tablespoonful of curry pow- 
der, make them into a paste with some 
clear cold stock and add it to the meited 
butter. Stir in a generous half-pint of 
white stock or milk and let it cook about 
fifteen minutes. Season with salt and pep- 
per and strain. Shell hard-boiled eggs, 
which should have been kept warm in hot 
water: cut-the eggs into halves lengthwise, 
arrange them upon squares of buttered 
toust and pour the sauce over them. Gar- 
nish the platter with tiny sprigs of par- 
sley put here and there. Or the eggs may 
be served whole in a nest of rice. From a 
deep nest of boiled and well-dried rice 
upon a hot platter, and put the eggs into 
the nest. Pour the strained sauce over the 
egrs, but do not let it come upon the out- 
side of the nest, and the dish is ready to 
serve. 

For Curried Lobster—Take the meat 
from two medium-sized boiled lobsters, 
break it into fair-sized pieces and put to 
one side. Put into a saucepan over the 
fire two tablespoonfuls of butter, one chop- 
ped onion and some sprigs of parsley; add 
two spoonfuls of stock, cover the pan and 
cook five minutes. Then stir in one table- 
spoonful each of corn starch aud curry 
powder. When they are blended With the 
other ingredients add a gererous hajf-pint 
of white stock and let the mixture \cool: 
five minutes. Put the prepared lobster into 
another saucepan cnd strain the sauce over 
it. Add a tablespoonful of wine, or, if wine 
is not desired, substitute lemon juice. With \
